She graduated from 
Yale University School of Nursing in 1943 
_ and from there went on to take extension 
| courses in nursing administration at Boston 
University and a course in educational tests 
and measurements at the University of Massa- 
chusetts. She has had a wide and varied 
, experience in the nursing field both in 
teaching and in administration: Assistant 
Clinical Instructor and later Clinical 
Instructor at Springfield Hospital, Director 
Or Phe Nursing School and Nursing Services at Laconia Hospital in Laconia, New 
Hampshire, and then Director of Nursing School and Nursing Services at Franklin 
County Hospital in Greenfield, Massachusetts. She was called from this last 
position to be Director of Nurses and Nursing Services at HSS. 


Under Miss Clapp's progressive leadership, the nursing staff has 
increased immeasurably and many new plans and projects have been initiated. 
Nurses aides were put into colored uniforms, new equipment such as circular 
electric beds, a thermo-electric blanket, a well-equipped emergency cart for 
doctors' use, has been procured, a surgical technicians' course was started, 
as well as a visiting nurse coordinating program, the latter so very important 


in total nursing care of the orthopedic patient, and many safety measures 
for patients have been put into use. Miss Clapp, in fact, designed a non- 
tipping device for wheel chairs. She encourages her staff to show interest 
in the safety of patients as well as employees. 


To be a well balanced person one must have other interests outside 
of the profession, and Miss Clapp has many other interests. She loves to 
entertain (as she says "no trouble at all"), to mix up one of those little 
casserole dishes all done in advance and tucked in the oven so she can 
devote her time to her guests as the perfect hostess. Then there are the 
jellies, jams and preserves she prepares during her summer vacations at the 
family house in Greenfield. In addition she is an accomplished seamstress, 
able to whip up a new creation between dinner and bedtime. The next morning 
finds her boarding a jet for the west coast looking as chic as any Hollywood 
star: Miss Clapp has a connoisseur's eye for art. Her charming apartment 
has many fine modern paintings displayed on the walls. Her art appreciation 
is combined with industry, for.in moving to her present apartment, the 
building was barely finished, but undaunted, Miss Clapp set to complete the 
job, including built-in cupboards, bookshelves, indirect lighting, and for 
her kitchen designed a most interesting tiling motif. A pretty busy lady, 
wouldn't you say?
